BERLIN, Doc. IO—“Wo will de­ 
feat the entire world,’ Adolf Hit­ 
ler shouted to cheering munitions 
workers today in a speech which 
admit cd 
not even the remotest 
chance that Germany might 
fall 
sheet of her goals. 
Bitterly, 
the 
fuehrer 
pictured 
Germany as the champion of labor 
and the ‘have-nots’ in a war be- 
i ween “two worlds”—between the 
“halves” and the "have-note,” 
be­ 
tween capital and labor.* 
Confidently, he declared, “What­ 
ever happens, Germany will be vic­ 
torious.’ 
Attacks Democracies 
The speech was studded with at­ 
tacks on capitalism and the democ­ 
racies. 
particularly 
with 
sharp 
jibes against Britain and her lead­ 
ers. 
It went nett only to work* rs in 
an undisclosed Beilin plant, whom 
Hitler addressed from a rostrum 
made of huge steel blocks, but also 
by radio to the peoples of Na.V- 
conquered countries and to Ger­ 
many's allies, Bialy, Hungary and 
Slovakia. 
Repeatedly it was interrupted) by 
heils and cheers. 
The fuehrer reasserted his con­ 
fidence that nothing in the wor.d 
could stop Germany and declared 
then “once I have decided on my 
course I am filled1 with bound­ 
less fanaticism.,” 
"Our capacity for work is our 
gold, our capital, and with it we 
will defeat the entire world” he 
‘Declared. 
Conflict in Uh© world, he said, is a 
conflict 
between 
“shaves” 
and 
“have-nots.” 
No New Prospects 
He opened no new prospects as to 
the immediate future except that 
the fight would ocntinue relent­ 
lessly.

each weapon.”

ASKS FOR TAXES 
TO AID DEFENSE 


•Morgenthau Requests, In*.' 
yes tors Buy Taxable 
Federal Bonds 


WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 
IO—The 
government invited investors today 
to enlist in the national prepared - 
ness drive by subscribing to a fully 
taxable $500,000,000 Issue of defense 
notest—he 
first 
wholly 
taxable 
federal Issue in United States his­ 
tory. 
“People 
who 
have 
the 
money 
should be delighted 
to 
pay taxes 
when the money goes for national 
defense,” declared Treasury Secre­ 
tary Morgenthau. 
He 
characterized 
tax 
exempt 
bonds as “slacker 
money” 
at 
a 
press 
conference 
yesterday 
and 
said it was unfair for a “man who 
owns $1,00®,OOO in tax free obliga­ 
tions to spend his winter in Palm 
Beach and make no contribution to 
pay for national defense, while we 
ask our boys to work eight to 12 
hours a day in army camps for $30 
a month. 
"We feel that we should draft all 
money—that is, 
that 
fell money 
should pay taxes toward the defense 
program.” 
Emphasizing that he spoke for 
President 
Roosevelt, 
Morgenthau 
said Ute half-billion dollars worth 
of notes Ut be 
offered 
tomorrow 
was only a starter in the program 
of 
making 
government securities 
subject to full taxation. 
Congress, he said, would be asked 
tar authority to lift the tax ex­ 
emption clause 
from 
all future 
federal bond issues, including Unit­ 
ed States savings bonds and gov­ 
ernment-guaranteed obligations. 
Further, the 
treasury 
will seek 
congressional permission to launch 
a 
nationwide 
campaign 
to 
sell 
"baby bonds” in denominations as 
small as $5—possibly even to sell 
bond stamps at 25 cents each, as 
was done in World war days. 
And the dignified cabinet mem­ 
ber nodded approval to a sugges­ 
tion that the bond-selling drive re­ 
vive the 1917 custom of encourag­ 
ing pretty girls to give away kisses 
to the bond-buyers.

TIME TO LAY A GHOST 
Death and taxes are inevitable. 
The old quip is 
chock full 
It Isn’t jus 
proportion to spending. 
So far, the spenders have brushed off the latter 
fact. 
But it can’t be brushed off forever. 
One day 
it will have to be faced, and when that day comes 
a federal sales tax will become a public issue. 
It is the one tax that produces maximum revenue 
with minimum friction, aside from the strictly bogus 
friction created In debate by politicians whose hearts 
bleed in public for little taxpayers. 
In that connec­ 
tion. it is time to start laying a ghost. 
It is true that a sales tax takes a relatively higher 
proportion of the poor man’s than of the wealthy 
m an’s income. 
Politicians always agitate that point 
to a fare-thee-well 
What they don’t mention is that 
the argument doesn’t mean anything unless the sales 
tax Is the only tax being levied. 
The wealthy man pays not only the sales tax, 
Which might be called a basic tax, but also pays all 
the other taxes that collectors have devised down 
through the years for his special benefit. 
When a 
sales tax Is added to the collectors’ bag of tricks, 
it means that matters have reached a point where 
Soaking the rich no longer is enough to keep the ship 
of state afloat. 
It has become necessary, also, to 
soak the poor. 
To illustrate how politicians who profess to defen3 
the poor may get tangled 
up 
In 
their own rope, 
Fiorello H LaOuardia, as a member of the house of 
representatives, led congressional opposition to a fed­ 
eral sales tax in 1932. 
Later, when LaOuardia had 
become mayor of New York City and was wrestling 
with a budget, instead of a talking point, a sales 
tax was imposed in New York City to do what had 
to be done; namely, finance the city’s relief outlays.

evidence Is that Italy, like France, may be afflicted 
with hardening of the arteries, galloping consump­ 
tion. churchyard cough, shell shock and epizootic de­

wrong. 
If a man takes several drinks, 
steps into his car and drives off, he 
is arrested for driving while under 
the influence of liquor, fined, faces 
a possible jail sentence and has his 
driver’s license revoked, all in the 
interests of protection to the public. 
That is all well and good and cer­ 
tainly is as It should be But an 
automobile is not of itself a dan­ 
gerous weapon and only becomes 
so when operated by an incompet­ 
ent person. 
On the other hand. a man may 
purchase a hunting 
license 
for 
$1.25, proceed to the liquor store 
or nearest bar and get beautifully 
plastered, then take his 
gun 
out 
into the woods and shoot anything 
that remotely resembles 
a 
wild 
anim al or bird and nothing can be 
done about it. If he shoots another 


hunter, 
the 
Coroner 
would 
u n ­ 
doubtedly return a verdict of "un­ 
avoidable accident” and that would 
be that. 
Isn’t it about time that the state 
legislature took steps 
to 
protect 
other hunters? As long as there are 
game wardens to see that hunters
